In writing to him that we had not considered that matter but 
one somewhat similar and had refused to shorten to any

Our feeling 
is that if there is any emergency calling for such action 
we would give it very favourable consideration, but if 
there is no urgency, it seems a pity to dislocate the 
Medical educational system to this extent.
